The 
orestcodes of the old world are extensive, 
and various governments e«arcU« almost 


rbUiury control over private estates by right 
if eminent domain, lu some Instances they 
j»n immense bodies of l""d over which they 
exercise the strictest suiveill"nce. Schools 
of forestry abound in tbe Goiiuan empire, 
sonic of them over 100 years old, "where for - 
estr> is made a study eqnul to agriculture 
umler university ois«nijition. Austria h«« 
fa high schools of forestry, maintained at 
state expense. Switzerland supports a for- 
estry division In Its federal polytechnic school, 
'rauco hai! a school of forestry at Nancy, 
established for tbe sole purpose of preparing 
agents for tbe state forestry service. During 
co last fifty jears it bas educated over a 
.bonsaiid persons for th.li> special work. 
Italy created a school ot forestry by royal 
decree lu 1889 upon the plan adopted by 
France. Spain Has Its special school ot forest 
engineers under the. direction ot the ministers 
of agriculture. Tbe General Institute of 
agriculture of Portugal embraces m Itacoune 
sylviculture and forest engineering. Russia 
bas Its ForesUi school, "id Sweden Its Forest 
institute aided by government under tbo 
management of directors appointed by the 
king. Others might be named, but thssc will - 
answer"to shO"Wtb*t tbe protection ot forest - 
trees, not alone for tueir, supply of timber, 
tutjor tbe cllmttic Influence they uxeit, is 
world-wide In Its work." 


Neirer-hora;1, In onr sister republic.of Mex- 


ico, we find that puiicnlar attention Is at 
present being paid to tree planting; not alone 
by tha owners of estates, but by tbe govern- 
ment, which has lately entered Into contract 
with parties for the, planting of 3,000,000 
trees In the vtlleyof Mexico within four 
years. These trees are to consist of such , 
varieties as ash, willows, poplar, eucalyptus, 
cedars and acvlas, and ara to be la planta- 
tions of from 50,000 to 100,000 wb. Thtoe 
grovp-s, in the ywa to come, cannot fall to 
naveubenxftcial effect upon tneclimato oC 
Mexico.
